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Do not pay taxes 
to the man 
at the door 

Assessor John J. Lynch put out s 
warning recently for citizens not to pay 
property tax money “either cash or checks 
to anyone coming to your door. Neither 
the tax collector nor any deputy assessor 
is authorized to collect at the door.” 

The Assessor’s Office was alerted to a 
scam being perpetrated in Los Angeles 
County when a woman reported paying 
$200 to a man impersonating a Los Angeles 
deputy assessor. Becoming suspicious of 
the transaction she then called the Office 
of the Assessor. 

“For the protection of the public from 
misrepresentation,” Assessor Lynch states, 
“all deputy assessors must show their 
picture Identification card, and give their 
name and the reason for their visit, when 
meeting the public in the line of duty. 

“However, they are not authorized or 
Instructed to collect any funds. All prop¬ 
erty tax bills must be paid to the Tax 
Collector, either by mail, or at one of the 
designated county offices.” 

Assessor Lynch asks: “Please phone 
the local police first, then the Assessor’s 
Of fl e a i f you are approached by a person 
tdentUyTiig mrnself as a Deputy and ask¬ 
ing foe cash payments. 

“All county employees who visit 
homes in the course of business and 
service personnel from most utility com¬ 
panies carry identification with photo¬ 
graphs. 

“If still in doubt after viewing the 
identification cards,” Lynch concluded, 
“citizens should call the company or 
agency involved, request to speak to the 
supervisor of the employee visiting th 
home, and verify the purpose of the visit.”

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Parking problems persistently perplex people

What suggestions do Sierra Madre City Council 
members offer about the town’s parking problems? 
In this third segment of four, you will read some 
of the solutions offered. Ed. 

Sierra Madre’s perennial hullabaloo over down¬ 
town parking is once again reaching a boil. 

Sierra Madreans are known for their genero¬ 
sity, compassion and loyalty to the Wistaria City. 
They are also noted for their short fuses. It is a 
pretty dull day when someone isn’t irate or outraged 
over something going on, or not going on, in town 
and they tend to try to do something about it. 

That’s what makes life in The Village so exhila¬ 
rating and, currently, a lot of somebodies have 
blood in their eye over the lack of parking spaces 
available in our beloved downtown. 

In the first two parts of our series on the park¬ 
ing problem, we looked at some of the possible 
villains and various opinions on what should be 
done. 

The opinions of several of our councilmembcrs, 
who are among those singled out for blame, were 
included. The other three had more to add. 

Councilman Clem Bartolai was mayor in 1983. 
He appointed a parking committee comprised ot a 
number of residents with professional expertise in 
various aspects of dow ntow n planning and improve¬ 
ment. The committee’s recommendations, submit¬ 
ted in 1984, were ignored by the subsequent coun¬ 
cil, and the committee, in frustration, resigned en 
masse. 

Bartolai ran for re-election after a two-year 
absence in 1986, on a platform which included push¬ 
ing for a solution to the problem. 

He feels the former council wasn’t behind the 
committee and thought at that time that its propo¬ 
sals were too broad, too radical. 

He would like to see a new committee appoint¬ 
ed, but only with better backing from the council. 
The committee, he believes, should be a parking

committee, with responsibility only for parking, ra¬ 
ther than the alternative broad downtown committee 
favored by Mayor Fowler. 

He feels the solution will have to come from a 
more revolutionary approach, since only so many 
more spaces can be squeezed from what is now 
available. 

“We should be looking at acquiring more pro¬ 
perty as it becomes available.’’ 

On the other hand, he worries that “we’re going 
to study this thing to death,’’ and doesn’t want to 
let that happen again. 

He thinks the current council is finally moving, 
combining administrative plans with ideas from his 
former committee. He intends to push vigorously 
for action. 

Mayor Pro Tern Roy Buchan stressed the im¬ 


portance of plans for the Mariposa parking lot 
which would include leveling and restriping to 
achieve better organization and landscaping to add 
an aesthetic atmosphere. 

The plan would include easier access to Sierra 
Madre Blvd., but would entail the cooperation and 
consent of absentee landlords. 

He feels there is no magic answer saying, 
"People have to learn to walk a little.’’ 

He advocated looking into the possibility of 
double-decker parking for Montecito parking lot. 

Councilman Bruce Crow noted that the council 
had toured the area before Christmas to personally 
assess the problem. He advocates moving imme- 
diatclv to tackle the easier, non-coniroversial aspects 


such as the north and south Baldwin lots not yet 
completed, and the Mariposa lot. He noted that the 
city has the money to go ahead with these pro¬ 
jects. 

David May, president of the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, stated that the chamber is also concerned. 
They have distributed a flyer to all the businesses 
encouraging them to make sure their employees 
park off the main streets. If, as we will hear later, 
the parking lots are insufficient to accommodate 
those employees, no amount of “encouragement’’ 
will solve the problem. 

Comments from former parking committee 
members and merchants will be included in Part IV 
of this series. We will also take a look at some 
additional suggestions and ideas for easing the 
crunch. —J.M.
